improving cover and food sup- 
plies for wildlife, according to 
George F. Brown, district 
conservationist. 


Though the overall bobwhite 


quail population in Arkansas 
generally is good, he said that 
numbers 
have 
decreased 


recently in some areas, mainly 
due to changing agricultural 
land use. Row crops once were 
grown in patches or small fields. 
Weed seeds were numerous and 
birds usually found good supplies 
of waste grain and field peas 
near ample cover. 


Now 
fields 
are 
larger, 


cultivated more intensively, and 
weeds often are eliminated with 
chemicals, a situation that does 
not favor bobwhites. Neither do 
improved pastures. 


The best way to increase 


bobwhite numbers according to 
Brown is to grow their favorite 
foods near good cover. On many 
farms, odd areas that are not 
being utilized for crops make 
choice food plots. Some of the 
very best bobwhite foods to grow 
are 
bicolor 
of 
Japonica 


lespedeza, annual lespedeza, 
browntop millet, 
soybeans, 


cowpeas, and tickclover. 


For best results, patches 


should be about one-fourth acre 
in size, contain a combination of 
different plants, and be spaced at 
the rate of one to 20 acres.

Carrier Is 
Canceled

WASHINGTON (AP) - Over 


Navy objections, the Pentagon 
has surrendered to congression- 
al opposition and postponed 
construction of a giant aircraft 
carrier which would break all 
records for cost. 


Deputy Secretary of Defense 


David Packard told congres- 
sional committees Tuesday the 
Pentagon, "in order to keep the 
budget within reasonable limits 
... it was considered desirable 
at this time to postpone the 
construction of an additional 
nuclear carrier." 


The rock on which the carrier 


project foundered was refusal 
by key senators to go along 
with what they denounced as 
"back-door financing"—a pro- 
cess that would avoid bringing 
the issue before the full Con- 
gress. 


Underlying the concern was 


the price of the 95,000 ton ves- 
sel, which would be the fourth 
nuclear-powered aircraft car- 
rier in the fleet. The Navy has 
estimated the cost as at least 
$640 million, but the price prob- 
ably has risen 
substantially 


over the past year because of 
inflation. 


Even at $640 million the new 


carrier would be the most ex- 
pensive warship in history. Sen- 
ate critics claim the carrier, 
with its planes and escorting 
vessels, would total at least $1.8 
billion. 


Packard did not refer to the 


chief congressional point of op- 
position, but other officials ac- 
knowledged in interviews the 
Defense Department gave in 
because Congress would not go 
for a device called "re-pro- 
gramming."

provisions of the law, Otis A. 
Blackwood, district manager of 
the Texarkana office, reported. 


Children, between the ages of 


18 and 22 who are unmarried and 
fulltime students in an ac- 
credited school, are entitled to 
these student benefits on the 
accounts 
of 
their insured 


parents, he explained. 


Mr. Blackwood stated that one 


out of every 12 students at- 
tending school is receiving 
assistance 
toward the ad- 


vancement of his education as a 
result of these benefits. Students 
attending 
professional and 


business schools, as well as 
educational institutions, may 
qualify for these benefits. 


Mr. Blackwood said that many 


children eligible for student 
benefits, as well as routine 
children benefits (under age 18), 
may not be getting them because 
of a failure to understand 
amendments 
which 
were 


enacted in 1967. 


Prior to February 1968, a child 


could qualify for benefits on his 
mother's account only if the 
mother was currently insured 
(worked six quarters in the 13- 
quarter period prior to her 
death) or she was contributing 
more than one-half of the child's 
support when she died. The 
amendments allow a child to 
qualify on his mother's account if 
insured at the time of her death, 
the same provisions under which 
the child may qualify on his 
father's account. 


Mr. Blackwood emphasized 


that any student eligible for 
benefits on his mother's account 
and presently not receiving them 
should contact the nearest social 
security office by phone or in 
person to file the necessary 
application as soon as possible.

Call Calley 
Men Into 
Probe

WASHINGTON (AP) - An 


unofficial panel of antiwar con- 
gressmen called in men from 
Lt. William Calley's old outfit 
today after hearing of an un- 
spoken policy of torture and 
murder of Vietnamese prison- 
ers. 


The committee, looking into 


alleged war crimes by Ameri- 
cans, scheduled appearances by 
several former enlisted men 
who served in the Americal Di- 
vision's llth Brigade a year 
after the My Lai massacre. 
Calley faces a life prison term 
for the murder of 22 unresisting 
Vietnamese at the hamlet. 


The panel, headed by fresh- 


man Rep. Ronald V. Dellums, 
D-Calif., has no formal congres- 
sional standing, cannot issue 
subpoenas, and its witnesses 
appear voluntarily. Tuesday it 
heard unsworn testimony from 
former U.S. intelligence spe- 
cialists that electrical torture, 
starvation and murder were 
tolerated, even encouraged, as 
methods of extracing informa- 
tion from prisoners.

except to get the information, 
get it quickly and leave no 
marks,"

Martinsen of Los Angeles. 


A former interrogator, Mar- 


tinsen said he beat prisoners 
himself and saw others shocked 
with a field telephone electrical

Another former enlisted man,

Washington, D.C., said he twice 
traveled on U.S. Marine heli- 
copters when a prisoner 
was 


thrown out to his death to en- 
courage others to talk. 


In another incident, he said, 


Marines left 
a woman sus- 


pected of enemy sympathies in 
a cage, "without any toilet fa- 
cilities, without any food and I 
believe without any water, and 
she died." 


Osborn also said a female 


Chinese interpreter was shot to 
death by an American Army 
captain whom Osborn quoted as 
saying, 


"Sen was just a slope (Ori- 


ental), anyway. What does it 
matter?" 


Former 1st Lt. Michael J. 


Uhl said he saw many prison- 
ers tortured and beaten by in- 
terroga,tors he supervised as a 
counter-intelligence officer. 


"Torture was a policy when I 


got there and it continued after 
I left," said Uhl, who served in 
Vietnam from November 1968 
to April 1969. 


He said such policy was nev- 


er written down. "Clearly the 
Army would never allow itself 
to be caught with a document 
encouraging torture." 


Nevertheless, he said, "tor- 


ture became a logical method" 
in a war "where you could not 
distinguish 
between 
civilians 


and combatants ... where ci- 
vilians in fact were sympa- 
thetic to the enemy. .."

Korea Again 
Gives Parks 
Big Majority

SEOUL, Korea (AP) — Presi- 


dent Chung Hee Park won a 
third term by a big margin to- 
day, but not quite as big as the 
last time. 


With 73 per cent of the esti- 


mated 12.2 million votes in 
Tuesday's election 
tabulated, 


Park had 4.8 million votes to 
3.9 million for National Assem- 
blyman Kim Dae-jung of the 
New Democratic party. 


Park's Democratic Republi- 


can party said it was clear the 
president had been elected to a 
third four-year term, but Kim 
refused to concede defeat. 


Park, 53, an army general 


who took over after a military 
coup in 1961, won his first pres- 
idential term in 1963 by 156,000 
votes. His winning margin rose 
to 1.2 million votes in 1967, but 
his plurality was running some 
300,000 votes less this time. 


The New Democrats charged 


that Park's party stuffed ballot 
boxes and committed other ir- 
regularities. It requested the 
Central Election Management 
Committee, 
a 
neutral 
body 


which supervised the election, 
to suspend all vote counting. 


But the committee chairman, 


Choo Chaei-hwang, said 
the 


New Democrats would have to 
present conclusive evidence to 
back its charges before the 
committee could halt the tabu- 
lation. He added that the count 
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would be suspended only in the 
precincts where there was evi- 
dence of violations. 


Park campaigned on the eco- 


nomic gains and political, stabil- 
ity achieved during his first 
two terms as president. 


Kim, 45, attempted to capital- 


ize on desires for reunification 
of the Korean peninsula and 
suggested mail, press and sport 
exchanges with the Commu- 
nists in the North as a first 
step. He also proposed neutral- 
ization of the Korean peninsula 
to be guaranteed by the United 
States, the Soviet Union, Com- 
munist China and Japan. 


Park and his party will face 


another 
political 
test 
next 


month when elections will be 
held for an enlarged 204-seat 
National Assembly. 
In the 


present 175-seat assembly, the 
Democratic Republicans have 
111 seats. The date for the elec- 
tion will be announced latep 
this week.

In Saigon, four American sol- 


diers and four Vietnamese were 
wounded Tuesday night when a 
grenade exploded in a down- 
town bar, U.S. officials said.

Defends U.S. 
Action in 
Vietnam

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


Senate supporter of President 
Nixon's Southeast Asia policy 
says it is too learly for self-de- 
termination in Vietnam, and 
the United States should aid in 
the re-election efforts of Presi- 
dent Nguyen Van Thieu. 


"It is evident that under 


present circumstances, self-de- 
termination and Vietnamization 
do not go hand in hand," said 
Sen. Gale W. McGee, D-Wyo. 


"Hypocrisy," 
replied Sen. 


Frank Church, D-Idaho, who 
was proposed legislation to pre- 
vent the U.S. Information Agen- 
cy from engaging in propa- 
ganda on behalf of a foreign 
government. 


Church, who contends the 


United States should stay out of 
Vietnamese politics, has ac- 
cused the Russians of selling the 
present Saigon government "like 
a bar of soap." 


At issue is the U.S. role in 


the 
Vietnamese 
presidential 


election scheduled next Octo- 
ber. Thieu will be seeking re- 
election. Vice President Nguyen 
Cao Ky and Gen. Van "Big" 
Minn are expected to be his 
major rivals. 


In a statement in the Con- 
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gressional Record, McGee saidf 
self-determination can succeed 
"only through the absence of 
external or internal hindrances. 


"It is a fact of life today that 


South Vietnam is not free of 
those hindrances," McGee said. 
"It is, therefore, in the interest 
of this government, particularly 
in the interest of our continued 
disengagement from the con- 
flict, that we build up the Thieu 
regime and advance its politi- 
cal interests ..." 


He said it is important the 


conflict be resolved 
"before 


self-determination can play a 
role in South Vietnamese poli- 
tics and stand a chance of sur- 
viving." 


Such an argument, Church 


said in an interview, "exposes 
the hypocrisy of the claim that 
our 
purpose 
is 
freedom of 


choice. This is just the living 
contradiction of everything we 
say we are there to do. 


"If 
it's 
self-determination 


we're there for, the time has 
come to start observing it," 
Church said.

Vfefnomese 
Blamed in 
Drug Deaths

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 


House subcommittee says high- 
ranking, corrupt South Viet- 
namese officials were involved 
in drug traffic that killed 40 
U.S. GIs last year and account- 
ed for 22,000 trips to sick call. 


No evidence was found to 


support an early suspicion that 
the Viet Cong and North Viet- 
namese were responsible for 
the rapid increase of heroin use 
by GIs in Vietnam, it said. 


Altogether there were 160 


deathws due to drugs and alco- 
hol among U.S. forces world- 
wide, the special House Armed 
Services subcommittee said in 
a 
report 
released 
Tuesday. 


Drugs were suspected in anoth- 
er 56 GI deaths in Asia and the 
Pacific area. 


The report said up to 10 per 


cent of U.S. soldiers in Vietnam 
could be using hard drugs. It 
blamed what it called an in- 
creasingly serious heroin prob- 
lem on abundant supplies from 
processing laboratories in Laos, 
with heroin coming also from 
Thailand and Hong Kong. 


"Drug suppression in Viet- 


nam is almost completely in- 
effective," it said, "partially 
because of an ineffective local 
police force and partially be- 
cause some presently unknown 
corrupt officials in public office 
are involved in the drug traf- 
fic." 


The subcommittee, headed by 
Casualty 
Figures 
Attacked 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Rep. 


William D. Ford says the mili- 
tary's explanation of the recent 
rise of non-combat deaths in 
Vietnam has not auayeu suspi- 
cions the Pentagon is engaging 
in a "grisly numbers game" to 
hide true horrors of the war. 


In a letter to Secretary of De- 


fense Melvin Laird, the Mich- 
igan Democrat asked if the 
Pentagon is deliberately coun- 
ting some combat deaths as ac- 
cidental just to show a lower 
killed-in-action rate for political 
purposes." 


According to Ford's figures, 


the 
number 
of 
noncombat 


deaths per 1,000 men rose from 
a low of 1.95 in 1965 to 3.57 in 
1968, 4.45 in 1969 and 5.5 in 1970. 


By comparison, the Pentagon 


listed 4.43 noncombat deaths 
per 1,000 men in 1965: 3.38 in 
1966; 3.78 in 1967; 3.66 in 1968; 
4.04 in 1969 and 4.73 in 1970. 


The difference apparently is 


that Ford's calculations 
are 


based on the number of U.S. 
troops in Vitnam during a full 
year; the Pentagon bases its 
figures on the average monthly 
number of soldiers. 


Ford reported the weekly ra- 


tio of noncombat deaths per 1,- 
000 men hit a peak of 6.96 dur- 
ing a six-week period earlier 
this 
year. 
The 
increase 


prompted Ford to ask if "the 
bodies of our dead in Indochina 
are being used in some sort of 
grisly numbers game to make 
the casualty lists more accept- 
able." 


In his letter to Laird, Ford 


said: "I do not raise the ques- 
tions lightly nor without de- 
tailed study of the facts in- 
volved." 


Asst. Defense Secretary Rob- 


ert C. Moot, in replying to Ford 
Tuesday, said: "casualty statis- 
tics are not now and never 
have been manipulated for any 
purpose whatsoever." 


Moot said figures based on 


average monthly troop strength 
"give a more realistic picture 
... and result in a fairly con- 
stant rate for the years 1965- 
1970 ... " 


Ford, however, contended 


Tuesday: "The basic fact still 
exists that the ratio of noncom- 
bat deaths has shown a drastic 
increase in the past two years, 
both in relation to total deaths 
and in relation to troop totals." 


And, in another letter to La- 


rid, he said, "Your reply has 
not allayed my suspicions." 


He asked the secretary for a 


monthly breakdown on troop to- 
tals and deaths in Southeast 
Asia in order to make his own 
comparisons. 


Ford said he began his study 


after reading of an Ohio youth 
whose death in Vietnam was at- 
tributed by Army authorities to 
a sunstroke. 


An autopsy showed three bul- 


let holes in the soldier's body. 


Rep. G. Elliott Hagan, D-Ga., 
estimated 50 to 60 per cent of 
all servicemen use or have ex- 
perimented with drugs, mostly 
marijuana, and said the per- 
centage in Vietnam is probably 
higher. 


A recent report from the Pa- 


cific Command said 1,404 GIs 
were hospitalized from drug 
use in Vietnam in 1970 and esti- 
mated from 1,800 drug-related 
cases in sick call in December 
there were 22,000 for the full 
year. 


The finding that "high gov- 


ernment officials" in the South 
Vietnamese government are in- 
volved 
in drug 
traffic 
was 


based on a briefing from two 
U.S. civilian narcotics agents in 
Saigon. 


They said opium and heroin 


are smuggled by the traditional 
ethnic Chinese trafficers, who 
are aided by corrupt officials. 


"While it's democratic, the 


plain and simple facts are that 
the military rules the govern- 
ment in this country," an agent 
said. "In that situation the par- 
ticipation of military officials in 
the 
traffic 
is greatly 
facil- 


itated."
